Turkish Envoy 


To France Is 


BERN, Switzerland, June 17.— 
(?)—Turkey has recalled Behic 
Erkin, its ambassador to France, 
in protest against strong German 
restrictions on his embassy in 


Said today. 

Erkin'’s recall to Ankara was’ 
not yet considered a rupture in 
relations between Turkey and 
German-occupied Vichy, 
source said, but it could be a 
step in that direction. A Turkish 
embassy counsellor, M. Sevdat, 
also was told to return home, 

The move occurred on the eve 
of the anniversary of the signing 
of a German-Turkish friendship 
treaty June 18, 1941, and as Ger- 
man propagandists were declaring 
that Germany was “fully satis- 
fied” with Turkey’s political posi- 
tion despite “Anglo-American inti- 
mations—increasing in number of 
late—that Turkey already had 
made its choice in favor of the 
Allies.” 

Military Situation. 

The whole affair served to focus 
still more attention on the mili- 
tary and political situation in 
southeastern Europe and the Mid- 
dle E@st, coming as it’ did at a 
time when Allied leaders had 
sealed the Syrian-Turkish border 
to “protect troop movements” in 
hAllied Syria, and when persistent 
reports said that Germany's Bal- 
Kan - Satellites were seeking a 
means of escaping the Axis camp. 

(The German Transocean 

Agency reported in an An- 

kara dispatch that *Premier 

General Nuri Pasha Es Said, 

of Iraq, had issued an order of

Nazis “Call OFF 
Big Offensive

LONDON, Friday, June 18.44) 
The Rome radio broadcast a re- 
port early today that “large British 
forces are concentrating along the 
southern frontier of Turkey,” after 
previously telling its listeners of 
“many landing craft concentrating 
from African coasts toward Pan- 
telleria.” 

The broadcast, recorded by 
Reuter’s, apparently was lLtalys 
interpretation of the closing of the 
Syrian-Turkish border. There was 
no confirmation from Allied quar- 
ters, and none. of course was ex- 
pected even if the report were 
true. 

A foreign source here already 
had reported that front-line supply 
shortages born of Allied air at- 
trition had forced the Germans to 
call off a scheduled Russian ol- 
fensive. 

Activity tn Iraq. 

In anti-Axis Iraq, Premier-Gen- 
eral Nuri Pash Es Said was re 
ported in a Berlin broadcast to 
have issued an order of the day 
to his troops, calling attention to 
an approaching “hour of decision 
and active service.” The Berlin 
broadcast, recorded by the Asso- 
ciated Press, quoted an Ankara 
dispatch as saying that this devel- 
opment made it possible that “the 
Anglo-Saxons in the near future 
will launch a military action from 
the Levant.” 

The Germans, after a quarrel 
of high commanders, decided not 
to risk another all-out drive 
against the Rusisans this summer, 
but were unable even to carry 
out a limited offensive in the 
Orel sector scheduled for June 
16 because of shortages, said a 
foreign source with reliable con- 
tacts inside the Reich. 

Offensive Delayed. 

German troops already were 
moving into positions when the 
offensive was postponed, this 
source said, the first time that 
German plans had been delayed 
because of any shortages. The in- 
formant gave this account: 

Field Marshal General Fedor 
von Bock, Nazi commander-in- 
chief in Russia, argued down the 
proposal of Hitler and Lieutenant 
General Eberhafd Warlimondt,; 
his principal strategist, for an all- 
out offensive, even resigning in 
order to win his point. Warli- 
mondt then resigned when Von 
Bock’s program was accepted and 
the field marshal resumed his 
command. But Von Bock had to 
halt the June 16 plans when he 
found forward supply depots with 
insufficient food, fuel and muni- 
tions. 

Von Bock was pictured as fee!- 
ing it would be madness to make 
a big gamble in Russia while in- 
vasion of Europe was threatened. 

The heavy Allied aerial offen- 
sive against Germany and the 
mighty Russian raids upon Ger- 
man airfields, transportation and 
supply dumps were credited with 
contributing largely to the Ger- 
man shortage and hampering the 
Nazis’ will to carry an offensive 
war into Russia. 

Italians Nervous. 

Indicative of Italian invasion 
nervousness, a Rome broadcast 
told of an Axis aerial attack con- 
tinuing “unrelentingly against 
many landing craft concentrating 
from African coasts toward Pan- 
telleria, against a concentration of 
naval units in chat bay, and 
against enemy convoys sailing 
eastward from Gibraltar.”

She was 
the pride of the Army then, the 
wickedest thing that flew. Today, 
she’s an old lady, not even proud 
enough to carry guns any more; 
but still doing her daily bit out 
where the war is definitely out of 
the practice stage. 

Daily Routine. 

Five-By-Five’s job is not much 
different from that of a tow target 
pilot’s anywhere. He goes up, lets 
gunners shoot at him most of the 
day, comes down and does it all 
over again. Most of the time, the 
fire is concentrated on the aerial 
sleeve which travels along from 
500 to 1,000 yards astern of the 
plané. Sometimes, it is closer and 
now and then it is very close in- 
deed. 

What makes Five-By-Five’s sit- 
uation unique are a few factors 
not found on the antiaircraft prov- 
ing grounds in Oregon. First the 
enemy may be over any minute. 
Second, these guns are so situated 
as toshit planes in wicked cross- 
fires, not simply to test gunnery. 
So when guns on two or three 
sides start shooting all at once 
while Gertrude is over a concen- 
tration. of American shipping, a 
thousand yards of cable on the 
sleeve target is none too much. 
Only a gun or two has to start 
shooting too early or keep shoot- 
ing too long to make life in the 
tow plane unhappy by reason of 
reduced angle between target gun 
and plane. 

Bounced by Shells. 

Thomas has never been hit, in 
some six months of flying over 
the most advanced bases. He's 
been bounced—but good—by shells 
exploding too near. The rest of 
the time, he seldom knows when 
they go off, being too busy fight- 
ing Gertrude’s stiff old controls 
to pay¥ more than slight attention 
to shell bursts. 

He works almost exclusively in 
the combat area, which means 
that enemy planes may come over 
and our own fighters certainly 
will. Nothing relieves the mo- 
notony for a patrolling fighter 
like having something to dive on 
—and Gertrude is ideal. Five-by- 
Five gets a little impatient some- 
times. He says “Doggone, they 
come too close.” That’s all. Too 
close, in a five hundred-mile-an- 
hour dive. 

Technically, the tow target 
plane is an adjunct of the anti- 
aircraft command, its function 
here to put to the one important 
practical test the theories on which 
gun positions have been chosen. 
First, the gunnery officers figure 
on paper where the antiaircraft 
positions should be. They then 
install the guns. Then they shoot 
at Thomas. If they cannot come 
close to him (or his sleeve target) 
the paper figuring was wrong, the 
guns have to be moved. 

Somewhat Bored. 

Five-by-Five considers his job 
a dull one. The only interesting 
thing he’s done was to tow a tar- 
get for American gunners so close 
to the enemy that he could see the 
outline of a Jap-held island while 
he was over our own posftions.

The subcommittee is headed by 
Representative L. Mendel Rivers, 
South Carolina, and includes Rep- 
resentative F. Edward Hebert, of 
Louisiana, and Representative Wil- 
liam H. Wheat, of Iilinois. 

About a year ago, Morse said, 
congress authorized $13,000,000 
to finance construction of the line 
from Tinsley to Charleston and 
Savannah, from which oi! and oil 
products could be exported for 
war purposes and sent on inland 
waterways to the east.

In Orel Area 


LONDON, Friday, June 18.— 
(P\—The Red army was reported 
officially early today to have 
emashed repeated German efforts | 
to regain lost positions north of 
Orel the fourth straight day 
yesterday, but the enemy 
throwing fresh troops into action 
on this sector where it has been 
expected the Germans would 
launch a summer offensive. | 

In contrast to German high | 
command reports of only “local 
activity” in Russia, the midnight 
Moscow bulletin said the Germans | 
had suffered “heavy losses in man | 
power and material” northwest of 
Mtsensk, which is 40 miles above 
Orel. in “unceasing attempts” to 
regain several villages recently | 
overrun by the Red army. 

The Germans are “bringing 
fresh troops into action,” said the | 
bulletin, recorded by the Soviet. 
monitor. 

Pound Nazi Bases. 

Berlin on the other hand pre- 
dicted that the Russians them- 
eelves were planning to launch a 
major campaign in the same sec- 
ter. German broadcasts recorded 
by the Associated Press suggested | 
the Red army would strike within 
three weeks. 

No matter what the German in- 
tentions are, the Red air force 
kept up its pounding of rear-line 
German bases, an offensive jibing 
with Allied blows struck in. the 
west to weaken Axis war-making | 
capacities. | 

Long-range Russian bombers 
started 100 big fires on German 
airdromes Wednesday night, a 
special Moscow announcement, 
said. Explosions also were touch-. 
ed off in ammunition dumps, and. 
hangars and parked planes were, 
damaged in raids that cost the. 
Russians two planes. 

The effectiveness of these raids, | 
in conjunction with the heavy | 
British attacks on the Ruhr’s mu- 
nitions factories, would appear to 
be borne out in the foreign 
source’s report ‘that Germany’s 
summer offensive has been delay- 
ed by lack of supplies. 

Moscow's midnight communique 
also pointed out that in one 
cent raid on Mogilev, German rail 
and river base on the 
Pnieper 250 miles northwest of 
Ore!. the Red air forces blew up 
three ammunition dumps, smash- 
ed many railway trains, and the 
bridge over the Dnieper, and kill- 
ed several hundred Germans.

The alleged German-Russian peace discussion, 
reported anly in pro-German newspaper Alle- 
handa. of Stockholm, is undoubtedly an inven- 
tion cut from the whole cloth by the Nazi 
propaganda department. It is unnecessary to 
give to it an atom of credence. 

Not only is it absurb, the purpose of the false 
story is so evident that it places Goebbels and 
his propaganda machine in childish light. 

The story states that the alleged peace dis- 
cussions failed because the Germans demanded 
the Ukraine, as spoils of war. The Ukraine is 
the great wheat-producing area of Russia. 

Now Germany’s minor satellites, Hungary, 
Rumania and Bulgaria, undoubtedly have, in 
recent months, realized they chose the wrong 
side when they threw in their national for- 
tunes with the Nazis. The three little Axis 
hangers-on then thought Germany was invin- 
cible. Today they are undergoing the rude 
shock of awakening, as they realize that Ger- 
many is, instead, doomed to utter defeat. 

So, these three, are, beyond question, seeking 
any possible way to get out of their war-part- 
nership with Germany and at the same time 
salvage as much as they can from the wreck- 
age of their hopes. Witness the peace feelers 
which Rumania has sent to Britain, via Turkey. 

Bulgaria is one of the three sick of the losing 
fight. German diplomacy will do anything to 
keep the Bulgars fighting, to induce them not 
to halt the flow of Bulgar cannon fodder to the 
Russian front. Bulgaria looks enviously upon 
the Ukraine. So, German” sends out a false 
report on peace proposals that “failed, because 
Russia refused*to relinquish the Ukrijine.” And 
says to Bulgaria, “look how we protect your 
interests.” 

It was a clumsy, obvious bit of propoganda 
intended to hold Bulgaria in line. It may have 
succeeded among the gullible Bulgars. But 
surely no one outside of Europe could believe 
the yarn for a moment.

If this explanation is correct, it would indi- 
cate that the British leader, after almost four 
years of war experience, considers the Wash- 
ington degree of censorship, or war secrecy, 
absurd. 

Verifying this belief, was the speech made 
by Byrnes at Washington shortly after Church- 
ill’s arrival in Washington. In that Spartanburg 
address the director of the newly created Office 
of War Management made revelations on our 
war production achievements which went con- 
siderably beyond anything any responsible offi- 
cial had seen fit to make public previously. 

Perhaps the Churchill influence will result 
in some degree of breaking down the rigid 
policy of silence which has, in fact, made some 
Washington war-agencies appear, at best, ridic- 
ulous.

The once-vast pools of men available for mili- 
tary service in this country are being drained so 
rapidly that it won’t be long before Selective 
Service will have to take the final step—the 
drafting of pre-Pearl Harbor fathers who general- 
ly have not as yet been called. 


Officials nevertheless are resorting to every 
known device—and they are thinking up new 
ones—to delay that step as long as possible. For 
mass calls to heads of long-established families 
would create disturbances far greater than the 
siphoning off of the other categories of men. 


One important step in this direction is the 
recent Navy decision to lower physical standards 
slightly, particularly as to eyesight and teeth. 
That means that a larger percentage of those 
now called up will be accepted, thus postponing 
for a little while the time when pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers will be eligible for induction. 


On the other hand, business men should real- 
ize that industrial deferments are going to be 
hard to get, and it will become increasingly 
difficult to obtain an extension of the deferments 
already granted. Selective Service strongly urges 
that part of business and industry which has not 
yet taken advantage of the manning tables and 
replacement schedules to do so quickly. It ap- 
pears that virtually all but the most essential key 
men will be called into service. Officials estimate 
that only 1,500,000 industrial deferments wil! 
remain by the end of this year.

PLANNING? A gentleman down in Columbus, Ga., Mr. Ernest 
Fokes, wrote me a very kind letter a day 
or so ago in which he complimented the Miami Chamber of Come 
merce for making such an impression on me with their airport. 
Well, Mr. Fokes, let me tell you. I went out early to get the 
Pan American plane to Havana, Cuba, because I like to look at 
planes. I stood there and watched planes wheel in from Africa and 
from the far corners of the world, and I did a 

little checking. 

That checking revealed the startling fact 
that of all the persons leaving the United States 
in the past year, almost 53 per cent of them 
(not counting the military) left from Miami. 

That meant that more people left from. Mi- 
ami than left from New York, Baltimore, Bos- 
ton, San Francisco, Los Angeles. and all the 
other ports combined. 

Almost all of them went by air. 

Now, you may ask what sort of an airport 
Miami has got, and I will tell you. The doggone 
thing was so big I couldn't see how big it was. 
And you can’t see from the air because in air 
travel today they black out your windows 
until you are well out of an airport, and they 
black you out well before you get to one. 

But it’s big. Miami is going to be the clear- 
ing house for the South American nations. If 

that country develops—as it will—Miami is going to develop with it. 
The whole south will develop along with it. 

The cities which do the planning will develop, Mr. Fokes, and 
that brings me up to my town—Atlanta. I think it is the best city 
in the world. It is friendly and it is a good place to live. I siippose 
all Georgians are proud of Atlanta as the capital city. I know we 
all have our home towns, and we are loyal to them as we should be. 
But Atlanta is the capital city, and it isn't a smug, high-hat town 
at all. It is a town made up of people who have moved here from 
other Georgia cities. Atlanta is made up largely of Georgia folks. 

What I am getting to, is the distressing fact that we aren’t doing 
much planning for this aviation future. It is something to cause 
concern. Atlanta—and that means Georgia—might cease to be the 
crossroads of the world in so far as aviation is concerned. 

All Georgia ought to be interested in that. Because if Atlanta 
loses the whole state loses. 


OUR AIRPORT We've got a good airport in Atlanta, but it 

isn't good enough. Twice in the last several 
months valuable airplanes have gone off the short runway and suf- 
fered severe damage. (These were not passenger planes and no 
one was hurt.) 

But, come the end of the war and Mr. Douglas gets his DC-4 
plane into action while he builds the DC-5. we will need a bigger 
airport. I am taking into consideration the fact that the big planes 
of the future won’t have to have airports built larger and larger 
as they increase in size, but will have means (already invented) to 
slow them down. But we will need a better airport than we've got. 

What happens, Mr. Fokes? Well, we don’t get much planning. 
We don't get too much vision. We get some politics which keeps out 
some airlines and discourages others. 

We don’t want any government aid around our airport. We 
fight it off for fear the government will take it. They haven't 
taken any airports to the exclusion of passenger traffic. That was 
a bogey man we invented all by ourselves. 

I don’t know why it is, but politicians are afraid of planning. 
You put a plan down and there it is. You can see it. But it must 
be projected across a number of years and our system of govern- 
ment makes elections come so often that a politician is afraid to 
think ahead any farther than the next election. I don’t blame him 
too much. We have shown a tendency to listen to any loud- 
squawling demagogue who yelled about “professors” and “planners” 
and even a first-rate man in office is subjected to abuse if he tries 
any planning. ' 

Also, there is a lot of selfishness in the setup and a lot of 
suspicion from adjoining units of government which must sink or 
fall, survive or perish, as Atlanta rises or falls. ‘ 


IN NEW ORLEANS The city of New Orleans saw Houston

know why there should be so much objection to, and fear of, that 
word—planning. But there is. 

New Orleans has seen that in the future ships will sail as 
usual. But the airplane is going to be the big transportation of 
the future. They will be as common as buggies were in the gay nine- 
ties. And as common as that $987 f. o. b. Detroit car was in 1942. 

New Orleans already has some new Pan American airway routes 
to Central and South America. 

When did they begin operation? 

Last week. 

That took planning, interest, money and more planning. Those 
planes ought—and will—come right on through Atlanta. But if 
Atlanta dallies around and plays selfish politics and lets a few 
selfish forces hold up things, then those planes will be making 
some other city the crossroads of the world. 

That, in brief, is why the Miami airport got me. I stood there 
and watched them back up trucks right to the doors of those DC-4 
planes and load the truck with bales and sacks of stuff from Africa. 

Those DC-4 planes were ready for the passenger lines when the 
war came. They would have seated about 50 passengers instead of 
the 21 in the DC-3 planes now standard on most airlines. They 
put them into the air as freight and transport planes. A lot of the 
DC-3’s are doing the same job.

What, then, if he is weak and miserable and joyless when he 
should be in his prime? If he was born with normal equipment, 
and if he has no organic trouble or incurable disease, he is as he 
is because he prefers being that way—because he had rather avoid 
self-discipline and follow every whim or idle impulse and weakly 
indulge himself, thus keeping himself in misery and shortening his 
life many years, than to take the trouble to be well and fit. Stated 
plainly, it seems incredibly foolish, since so much is lost and nothing 
gained, yet it is altogether true. We do make ourselves what we are. 

What, then, can he do to be saved? He knows the simple rules 
—fresh air, sunshine, exercise, sleep, pure water, plain food. But 
these are generalities, and he needs specific rules. Men in prison 
have grown strong; men in the Arctic have lived on meat alone 
and kept perfect health; men have obeyed all the rules and yet 
failed to feel good. 

The right way is the scientific way of trial and error. Man 
has the gift of reason. If he eats onions and has indigestion, he 
knows the cause of his misery.

Creaser Gets 
Coastal Fish 
Appointment 


Arthur Hardy, Ex-Cub 
Catcher, Will Be 


Assissant. 

E. P. Creaser, now connected 
with the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service at Savannah, was appoint- 
ed by the Georgia Game and Fish 
Commission Thursday as state su- 
pervisor of coasta! fisheries. 
Arthur Hardy, of Pine Harbor, 
near Darien, a well-known Georgia 
sportsman and fisherman, was 
named as Creaser’s assistant. 
Director Charles N. Elliott, who 
announced the appointments after 
an executive session of the com- 
mission, said Creaser had been 
connected with the U. S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service for many years. 

Creaser will have supervision of 
propagation and enforcement ac- 
tivities on the coast, with Hardy 
as his assistant. Creaser’s salary 
was set at $3,300 annually and 
Hardy’s at $2,600. 

Hardy is a retired big league 
ball player, having been a catcher 
for the Chicago Cubs. 

The commission also approved 
five conservation projects in an- 
ticipation that they would enable. 
the state to receive about $38,000 © 
this year from the federal! govern- 
ment under the Pittman-Robinson 
act. The total cost of the projects, 
including state funds, will be 
about $50,000, 


The basic project calls for a 
state-wide inventory of Georgia's © 
wildlife population. Elliott said 
that the U. S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service approved it Thursday. It 
will cost $9,790. 

To build “a sound game pro 
gram from the ground up,” the 
commission said, “we feel that we 
must first inventory our wildlife 
population and analyze the habi- 
tats which produce them.” This. 
the commission added, should 
form the basis@¢or a “structure of 
practical game management.” 

The other projects, each costing 
about $15,000. provide for stocking 
the flat woods coastal area near 
Waycross and the Piedmont area 
in Putnam, Jones and Jasper coun- 
ties with deer and turkey. 

Elliott said the state has a 95- 
year lease on the 38,000 acres near 
Waycross adjoining the Okefeno- 
kee swamp and will obtain a lease 
from the Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice for the Piedmont management 
project. 

Under another project the com- 
mission proposes to buy some 
4,000 pounds of quail feed to plant 
in soil conservation districts, while 
another project calls for trapping 
deer and turkey and restocking 
areas where a need is shown by 
the inventory project. The cost of

Order on Points of Institutional 


Producers of Own Food Revised 


OPA has revised the order governing the number of points 
issued to institutional users who produce some of their own food. 

Under the old regulation, whether an institution provided its 
own butter, or slaughtered its own meat was not taken into con- 
sideration when the point allottments were issued from the ra- 
tioning boards. 

Now, however, the amounts of rationed food which an institu- 


tion produces, and consequently does not need points for, will be 


accounted for when the purchase certificates for rationed food 
items are issued. 

Group I institutional users must report any food which they 
produce for themselves within 10 days after it is used. 

Groups II and III institutional users must keep a record of the 
rationed food items they provide for themselves and make a report 
every time they apply for additional purchase certificates. 


Ceilings on Frozen Vegetable Items 
To Remain About Same in 1943 


Good news for all householders in an announcement made yes- 
terday by OPA. 

Consumer ceiling prices on 1943 packs of frozen snap beans, 
corn, peas and spinach will remain at approximately the same 
level as the ceilings established for the 1942 packs of these items. 

Maximum retail prices for frozen asparagus and strawberries 
though, will probably be hiked a few cents. An approximate one- 
cent-a-pound rise will affect asparagus, while the ceiling on 
strawberries will be raised from three to four cents. 

The raise in prices of these two foods reflects the increased 
cost of labor and miscellaneous expense, such as freezing and field

The board will keep in contact 
with the Army, Navy, Maritime 
Commission, sub-contractors, and 
essential civilian industries and 
direct these contracts to the small 
war plants. 

Heretofore operated under the 
direction of the War Production 
Board, the Small War Plants Cor- 
poration has been made a sep- 
arate organization and hereafter 
the director of the SWPC, H. G.

The War Production Board has 
made a survey of small war plants 
in this region and SWPC directors 
will use their survey facilities and 
information already obtained in 
beginning operation. However, the 
plants will be contacted regularly 
by field managers of the SWPC, 
who will determine if they need 
and can handle additional con- 
tracts. 

It is the aim of the board, Cocke 
said, to increase production in the 
war effort as well as help keep 
the small manufacturer operating 
despite wartime difficulties. 

Under the new plan, the. re- 
gional SWPC will process, analyze 
and screen orders and recommen- 
dations and will verify distressed 
plants, their facilities and the rec- 
ommendations made for them.
